“Any person who did not vote in 
either the August primary or the 
November general election of last 
year must re-register, if he or she 
expects to be able to vote in the 
special election of November 7.

The lesson illustrates the 
evil of intemperance. 

Belshazzar made a great feast 
for the members of his court, and 
at this feast there was a great 
deal of drinking. The king sent 
for the sacred vessels of gold and 
Silver that his father, Nebuchad- 
nezzar, had stolen from the tem- 
ple in Jerusalem, and when they 
were brought, all the people pres- 
ent, king, queens, princes and 
courtiers, drank out of them and 
praised the gods of gold, silver, 
brass, iron, wood and stone. 

But in the midst of the revelry 
Suadenly appeared a hand out of 
tne air, and wrote on the wall. The 
words were very mysterious: 
‘Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin.” No 
one could read them or tell whet 
they meant.
